in existence? 


Yes, the list of popes publish- 
ed in the Gefarchia Cattolica.

Apostle, under the reign of Con- 
stantine the Great, by Pope St. 
Sylvester, about the vear A. D. 
"820. The portrait of that Pope 
and of Marcus, his successor, 
and of the thirty-three Popes 
who preceded them, were all 
painted apparently by the same 
hand. The portraits of the suc- 
ceeding Popes were generally 
added, one by one, by different 
probably soon after 
death, and by the care of their 
' successors. This, however, 
seems to have been omitted in 
some instances, possibly on ac- 
count of the troublous times; for 
we find that the series has been 
continued by medallions of two 
or three Popes evidently execut- 
ed by the same artists. The most 
considerable interruption of such 


a character was in the four- 
teenth and fifteenth centuries, 
when seven medallions seems to 
Have been painted during 
reign of Martin, V.

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THE LATE POPE BENEDICT. 
Pope Benedict died shortly After our paper for January 
29th had gone to press. This explains the absence of any 
allusion to the Holy Father’s departure in last Sunday’s 
paper. Because OUR SUNDAY VISITOR must reach most 
distant places before the Sunday whose date it bears, our 
little messenger must go to press earlier than the diocesan or 
local Catholic weeklies. 

It might not be out of place to mention in this connection 
that OUR SUNDAY VISITOR receives and pays for all the 
N. C. W. C. News Service which is patronized by the different 
Catholic newspapers. But we do not use this service for the 
two-fold reason that we go te cress earlier than these other 
papers do, and because there would be no reason for one to 
take the diocesan paper along with OUR SUNDAY VISITOR 
if we published Catholic news. 

The local paper has an appeal which should not be dis- 
regarded, because it contgins items of Catholic interest near 
at home and it often serves some diocesan purpose. The 
price of OUR SUNDAY VISITOR is so low that it can be 
taken by every family in addition to the local Catholic paper. 
In fact we incline to the belief that the editor of the local 
paper would be willing to “club” his paper with our own at 
one subscription price, because the cost of our paper to him 
would be less than the commission he must pay the solicitor 
to secure a subscription for his paper. 

But to return to the subject of the Pope’s death: The 
designs of Providence are often beyond our comprehension. 
Pope Benedict had been ruling the Church of God so well, had 
been winning the good will of governments, one after anoth- 
er, and had even begun to interest the Schismatic Greeks in 
the momentous matter of reunion with the Mother Church. 
The Pope died at the very age at which his two immediate 
predecessors, Pius X and Leo XT, began their successful 
pontificates. The Pope had steered the Church through the 
world war so wisely that no valid criticism could rightfully 
be directed against him. The French thanked him and so 
did the Belgians, yet the Central Powers did not believe that 
he was partial in any manner to the allies. Those who accuse 
him of being favorable to one or other of the belligerents 
were the professed enemies of the Church, who wished to 
make out a case against the Pope. The Pope used his ‘bes’ 
efforts in behalf of peace, but when they failed he did all in 
his power to mitigate the horrors of the brutal war, He 
induted the different nations to exchange prisoner for pris- 
oner: he assisted thousands upon thousands of distracted 
parents to locate their boys from whom they were not re- 
ceiving any word. So charitable and benevolent was Bene- 
dict towards the distressed, whether in Poland, or Germany, 
or Russia, or Turkey, or Greece, that enemies of the Church 
and of Christianity have blessed his name. Only a few 
weeks ago a monument in his honor was unveiled in Con- 
stantinople, paid for by Schismatic Greeks and Turks, When 
the rules of international law were violated, no matter by 
which nation, Benedict dealt out his reprimand, and it was 
always taken in good part. He first suggested proposals of 
disarmament and today his ideas are being considered at the 
big Conference in Washington. He was the first to suggest 
terms of peace, and they were in the main those which ex- 
President Wilson embodied in his 14 points. 

The outbreak of the war in 1914 killed Pope Benedict's 
and his own futile efforts to end the war and 
peace for the world undermined his 
eneebled powers of resistance made 
Benedict did great things 
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during the short space of seven years, and the Holy Spirit 
surely was with him. Let us. now pray that Almighty God 
Himself may select his successor and that: His Church may 
prosper as never before, and that the “intrepid faith” fore- 
told by Malach characteristic of the next Pope’s reign, 
may become a fa ughout the world.
